General Grant as a Tactician, 


[From tlio N. V.IIorivld. Mny 15.] 


A private letter from an eminent officer 


of the United States ongineerH, well known 
as n military writer, dated Washington, 
May llth, to n friend in this city, contains 
tho following obicrvationa, which, being 
of great public interest, the recipient takes 
the liberty of laying before the public, 
though well satisfied they were not writ- 
ten with any view to s'uch n use being 
made of them: 


" Nothing can be more absurd titan tlm 


allegations in certain of your New York 
papers, to the effect thot t'he recent battles 
south of the Raptdan have thu« far furn- 
ished a mere exhibition of' brute forco ' on 
the part of fjeneral Grant. 
When the uc- 


tnul figures of the cnute-i come to be 
known, it will be seen how preposterous 
are these suggestion^. The enemy being 
on the offensive, we have had, of course, to 
a certain extent, tu accept battle upon 
ground of his own selection, and our 
troops have occasionally been called upon 
to advance ut u great cost through a coun- 
try heavily timbered nnd against Hues of 
earth work.s and rifle-pits connecting dense 
woods nnd other natural obstructions. But 
to tho superb macouvers and combinations 
by which the various positions of tho one- 
iny have been successively turned, too 
high praise cannot be accorded. 


Nearly nil tho reports of our losses that 


I have seen are exaggerations, the best 
information estimates at thin point not pla- 
cing our killed, wounded and missing at 
over thirty-five thousand, of whom proba- 
bly, five thousand am prisoners, nnd Home 
four or five thousand are stragglers, skulk- 
er.s and deserters. Far from there having 
been any useless sacrifice of life, on our 
pnrt, it will bo found the quickest and 
roughest work always cost the least blood 
in tho long run, except whore regular for- 
tilioations have to be availed -, nnd 1 am 
convinced, from all wo have thuafifr heard, 
that the Army of tlu- Potomac will be 
found to liavo* boon handled during tho 
past ten day.s with a tenacity of purpose 
and n mastery of the scioaoo and art of 
war which will hereafter challenge the ad- 
miration of every competent soldier in our 
own ntid European armica."

" Are there any shoe stores in this 


town ?" I asked. They replied, in a 
grtitf way, that they could not tell, there 
might be and there might not.

them that I wanted to buy shoes for my 
troops, who 
were 
barefooted.

replied they guosspd I vvould'nt got many. 


"At that'' said the General, "I got an- 


gry. 
Said I, there ure two pair of shoes 


at any rate, which I see or; your feot. 
Take them off instantly I shouted to them, 
They were obliged to do it. 
I went 


through the town, nnd took the shoes off 
every man's feet I could see; and thus I 


about two hundred pairs in all.
